4 was a great day of fcasting whon Indians gathered from far and wide around 
great bonfire where steaks wore kopt broiling, All took some homo for the 


Е 1869-71 Major Powoll explored tho Colorado River and streams that flow 
2 into it and he described the Utes: 


"They gather tho secds of many plants, аз sunflowcrs and zoldcnrod, 
For this purpose they have large conical baskets which holds two or 
more baskcts, The women carry them on their backs suspended from the 
forcheads by largo straps, and with a smallor опо in thoir loft hand 
and a willow woven fan in thoir right, They walk among tho grass 

and sweep the seeds into tho smallor basket y which is emptied now and 
then into tho largor ono until it is full of chaff and seeds; thon 
thoy winnów out tho chaff and roast tho seeds, They roast these 
curiously, They put the seeds with a quantity of red hot coals into 
а willow tray, and by rapidly shaking and tossing thom, keep tho 
coals aglow, and the secds and tray from burning, Then thoy grind 
the seeds into fine flour, tho women grinding at a mill, For a mill 
they use a large flat rock, lying on tho ground, and another 
cylindrical one in their hands, They sit prono on tho ground, 
holding tho flat rock botween their foot and legs, thon fill thoir 
laps with soods, making a hoppor of tho largo rock, whoro it drops 
into a tray," 


Thoy sit in groups, keep timo to a chant » Gossip, or chat while the young 
girls make tho woods merry with their laughter, 


During the autumn, grasshoppers arc very abundant, When cold weather scts 
in these insects aro numbed, and can bo gathered by the bushels, At such a time 
they dig a hole in'tho sand, heat stones in a fire nearby, put some in tho. 
bottom of the hole, put on a layor of grasshoppors, thon a layer of hot stones 
and continuo this until thoy put bushels on to roast, Тһоу are then left to 
cool, whon thoy are taken out, thoroughly driod, and ground into moal, бгавв- 
hopper grucl, or grasshopper cake, is a great treat,

Somo of tho native plants and animals aro Still usod for food, Wild 
otatoes, garlic, wild turnips, buffalo berries, wild gooseberries, wild 

pborrios, wild strawberries, choko cherries, service berries, wild blackberries 
nd squawborries are gathered and caton, Fish, decr, quail, ducks, geese, ' 
heasants, rabbits, beavers, woodchucks, prairio dogs, porkypinos, sagchens, 
0 ils, and olk aro somo of the native animals which aro usod for food, 


Both old and now ways of keoping foods are uscd, Drying tho food is tho 
othod us ed most, Тһого is a lot of canning of vegetables and fruits and 
oring foods in root collars by tho younger poople on tho reservation, 


Modern foods which these pooplo now use include: cannod fruits, д 
gotablos, and meats, prepared corcals , millod flour, bakery cakes, pics, 
cookies, and bread, ico cream, carbonated drinks, ctc. 


Tho Uto people today carn a living in different w ays, They no longer 

‘can live as thoy once did, They must stay in ono place and make a homo for 
thoir familio s and carn a living for tho m, Somo do this b y working for wages 
as government omployoos, Some have beef herds and others sheep. A few do somo 
‘arming and gardening, Gambling is vory often used as a means ef socuring попсу, 


These pooplo live on the Uintah and Ouray Reservation in eastern Utah, 


Their children go to the Uintah Indian School. at Whiterocks or to the public 
chools of Uintah and Duchesne  Countios,

Vegetables and Roots: 


Wild Onions: Eaten raw or baked, Sometimes wilted in hot ashes, The onions were 
Sometimes dried in bunches » powdered when dried and used as a flavoring in 

soups, Sometimes the older Indian people would braid the onions into a long rope 
and roast on top of а bed of coals, 


Wild Carrots: 
Eaten boiled or peeled and used as a flavoring in soups, 


Wild Potatoes: Dig in June and eat raw or boiled, May be dried by cooking and 
flashing, peelings and all, then spread out and dry in a thin cake, This cake is 
ground fine and used in soup, 


Squash: Boiled or baked and eaten fresh or cut in strips, peeled and dried in 
long strips, In the winter these strips are cut up, boiled and eaten by them- 
selves or used as a flavoring in soups, 


Corn: Roasted or boiled to eat fresh, Sometimes roasted sli^htly, then dried 

on the cob for winter use, Sometimes ground whén in the milk, made into & paste 
or cake and folded carefully in the corn husks, Dig a hole in the ground, line 
with several thicknesses of corn husks з Place the wrapped corn cakes in the hole , 
cover with more corn husks and then’ with hot ashes, Build a fire over the 

top and leave until baked, Store and use as a winter food, 


Soap Weed or Yucca: The fruit looks like а banana, dry by opening and cleaning 
out the seed, This is sweet and is used as a sauce, (Navajo) 


Muskmelon: Dried and used the same as squash, 


Bitter root: (Gunne) Soak the root in water, skin, the roots should turn white 
and are eaten by thémselves or cooked in soups, The roots are quite small and 
have a bitter taste, May be dried for winter use, (Shoshone) 


Nuts: 


Pine Nuts: Eaten as gathered or roasted in the pine cone and stored to crack 
and eat during the winter, Sometimes the nute are roasted in the shell, rolled 
оп a stone grinder to shell and the meats are made into small patties to store 
and keep for winter, These are eaten cold, (Navajo) 


Meats: 
Bear or Pork: Cooked and used fresh but cannot be dried, 


Deer, Buffalo or Beef: Cooked and used fresh, usually boiled or made into a 
Stew, "Jerked or dried is the favorite way of preparing the meat, ‘After 

drying the meat is often eaten just as dried, cooked up with water, These 

soups are often flavored with the choke-cherries (dried) or the dried vegetables,

The map Shows'you that the entire western part of the stato lios within the 
Great Basin, This, as you may already know, is one of tho driest parts of the «olc 
United States, ` 

Basins and ranges. Tho Great Basin is a part of a largor region which is some. 
times callod the Basin and Range Province, It ig made up of mountain rangos extená- 
ing in a north-south direction, separatod by nearly level deserts and basins, Tho 


mountain rangos are from 50 to 75 miles long and from 6 to 15 miles wide, They гіз:

The ontire Great Basin is very dry, as we shall seo later, Because of the 
light rainfall tho rivers, except for some tributaries of the Colorado, do not carry 
enough water to enable thom to гоасһ tho sea, Their waters evaporate into thc air 
or sink into the gravol of tho plains, “Only the highest of the basin ranges havo 
enough rainfall for tho growth of trees, Оп theso the treüs usually grow in a 
narrow belt part way up the slopes, Below the belt it is too dry for forost growth 
and above it is toocold, Pinon Pines and cedars grow farthest down tho Slopes, ard 
scatterod pine trees nearer the summits. Below the pinon and ‘cedar trees sagebrush 
and bunch grass grow, Cattle and shéep graze on those plants,

.GEOLOGICAL FACTORS OF TIMPANOGOS CAVE 
from an article written by 
Thomas A, Walker 


The Timpanogos Cave is one ог the outstanding examples o? the lime- 
stone caverns found in the world, it is found in American Fork canyon 
where there are numerous faults, ‘olding and twistings of rock layers 
caused by the shrinking of the rock surface. “Then this was being don? 
there were many openings or fissures extending along the faults. Timp- 
anogos Cave is one of these. Geologists have estimated that Timpanogos 
Gave is well over 100,000 years old. 


The many formations in the cave are composed of calcium carbonate 

in practically pure form, This was carried into the cave and desposited 
ў by water seepage from the surface above. 13 the water comes tnrow;h the 
x limestone ledges, dissolves the liuc and reaches the cave saturated with 
that substance. Evaporation takos plece reJucing the amount of water 
volume an! the amount of lime whisi; it can hold in solution, thus making 
the desposit on the surfaces of thu cave and walls, (002), Greater 
quantities оі water collect in sone piaces rather than others do to tho 
irregularities in the rock surfaces, thus causing a greater desposit of 
lise whore the largest volumes of water collect, starting the projections 
known as staiactites, “hen the water accumulates and Ягоов from the 
ceiling to the tip, it desposite more о” this lime solution where it hits 
the floor, thus forming a stalaynite. 


These two types of formations are oiten found in pairs; the stalactite 
extending dovm from the céilin: and the stalagmite extendin, upvard from 
the floor, one directly under the othcr. After the building p.'ocoss has 
gone on far enough, they meet, and form а pillar.
